The County of Vulcan School 
Committee has endorsed a recom¬ 
mendation of the School Superin¬ 
tendent to sponsor the training of 
vocational teachers under the 
Vocational Bursary Program 
which is financially supported by 
the federal and provincial 
governments. 

Under the program, married 
candidates can receive a maximum 
bursary of $5,000 and single candi¬ 
dates can receive up to $3,000. The 
County would be reimbursed for 
90% of this amount by the two 
senior governments. 

It is expected that this program 
will alleviate the chronic shortage 
of vocational teachers that the 
County has faced for some years. 

Candidates must p o ss e ss senior 
matriculatiton, a certificate of 
proficiency in their trade and have 
had not less than three years of 
service in their field of work. 
Applications are being received by 
the Superintendent of Schools.

Acting on a report by Superin¬ 
tendent E. F. Bardock, the County 
of Vulcan School Committee has 
revised the policy in respect to 
the admission of children to the 
first grade of school in the County 
of Vulcan. 

In his report, Mr. Bardock stat¬ 
ed the problem of determining the 
best time to admit children to the 
first grade of school was a con¬ 
troversial one. The policy as set 
forth by the school committee 
corresponds to a great degree 
with the most common practice 
presently in effect in divisions and 
counties in Alberta and, while 
recognizing the value of scientific 
measurement for purposes of ad¬ 
mission and subsequent grouping, 
it also concedes the right of par¬ 
ents to disagree. 

The school committee extended 
the policy of admission to provide 
for the entrance of five and one- 
half-year-olds who appear ready 
and mature enough to enter 
school, so as to remove the need 
for possible acceleration programs 
should these children be required 
to wait over an additional year. 
In an effort to serve the best in¬ 
terests of all concerned, the regu¬ 
lations governing admission have 
been made flexible and emphasize 
the need for consultation between 
parents and the school. 

'The policy is revised as follows: 

1. All children six years of age

6. Letters recommending admit¬ 
tance and non-admittance will be 
sent to the parents concerned and 
they will be contacted personally 
by the principal or vice-principal. 


Chamber To Tackle 
Housing Problem 


Somewhere in this country 
there is money available for fin¬ 
ancing an apartment block in Vul¬ 
can and the Vulcan District Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce is going to try 
to track it down. This was a sub¬ 
ject under discussion at the May 
supper meeting of the business 
organization held at the Vulcan 
Hotel Banquet Room. 

Housing at Vulcan has been an 
oft-repeated item on the minutes 
of the Chamber and its lack and 
subsequent ills to the progress of 
the town were further emphasized 
by Pat Hoe. He 'led off with the 
observation that one of the major 
problems in maintaining teaching 
staff locally is housing, despite the 
acquisition of duplexes by the 
county. Newcomers to the town’s 
business community find the same 
problem. On another side, he felt 
there were older residents living 
in their own homes who would 
welcome an opportunity to take 
apartment space and be free of 
maintenance prbblems. Still others 
in the same category, left town 
to go to the cities and the free¬ 
dom of apartment living. 

It was felt there are those with 
money to invest locally either in¬ 
dividually or as a group in an 
apartment block but past ex¬ 
perience toy these would-be in¬ 
vestors has led them to the con¬ 
clusion that their money is wel¬ 
come in city investment but 
discouraged in the country. 

In an effort to clarify the local 
position on availability of financ¬ 
ing for such a project, a request 
is being made to CMHC in Calgary 
to have an official come to Vul¬ 
can and speak to the Chamber as 
soon as possible.

Plans for the official dedication of Gardiner Dam, main 
structure of the South Saskatchewan River Project, are rapidly 
being finalized in preparation for July 21 st. It is anticipated that 
approximately 20,000 people will converge on the site midway 
between the towns of Outlook and Elbow on that day. 

Prime Minister Lesser B. Pearson will dedicate the 
$116,000,000 structure which was begun in 1958, and is now 
virtually completed. As Canada reflects with humble pride on its 
accomplishments over the past 100 years, it is fitting that this 
largest earthfill dam in Canada should be finished and officially 
recognized during centennial year. 

In keeping with this significant event, a full program of 
activities has been arranged. These will include a fly past by the 
RCAF, and the thrilling performance of the internationally 
renowned Red Knight. A fireworks display will mark the end of 
dedication ceremonies, but it won't mean the end of entertain¬ 
ment for visitors. An outstanding program of variety entertain¬ 
ment with a distinct Saskatchewan flavor will highlight festivities 
during the evening. 

For early arrivals on the morning of July 21st, band music 
will be provided, and will continue throughout the day. And when 
the celebration is over, those attending will not go home empty 
handed. Souvenirs will go with them to help them remember the 
day that the prairies' greatest water development structure was 
dedicated. 

It is hoped the occasion will be treated as a family day, 
and that picnic lunches will be in vogue. Picnic grounds are avail¬ 
able at the site. For those not bringing lunches, various conces¬ 
sions will be in operation.

In this capacity, he travelled the province organizing Locals 
and speaking at farm meetings. As a result of this work, 
many farm people in Crowfoot Riding remember him from 
those days. 

Pursuing his studies, Lawrence attended the Claresholm 
School of Agriculture where he received his Diploma in Practi¬ 
cal Agriculture before continuing studies at the University of 
Alberta where he earned his Bachelor of Science in Agricul¬ 
ture. Realizing the magnitude of the economic problems of in¬ 
dustry agriculture, he took his M.A. post-graduate degree 
in Agricultural Economics at the University of Minnesota — 
considered one of the best universities for advanced study, on 
the continent. There he also delved Into the field of Business 
Administration. 

Putting his studies to practice, Lawrence Kindt went to 
work with the Agricultural Economics Branch at Ottawa. He 
was authorized to make a study of the Sheep Ranching In¬ 
dustry of Western Canada and recommended the establishment 
of the Dominion Experimental Station at Manyberries to en¬ 
gage in range management studies. While with the Economics 
Branch of the Department of Agriculture at Ottawa, he also 
did research work on the Cattle Ranching Industry of Western 
Canada, and helped to write the Acts that set up the Canada 
Wheat Board and Debtors Creditors Arrangement Act which 
protected many farmers from being run through the wringer. 

Realizing the importance and complexity facing Cana¬ 
dian Agriculture in its association with industry in the Cana¬ 
dian economy, Lawrence Kindt took additional graduate work 
in Economics in Washington, D.C. where he specialized in 
General Economics and Natural Resources for his Ph.D. de¬ 
gree. Following these studies, he was asked by his instructors 
to take charge of the planning work under the Agricultural 
Adjustment Act in the 13 Western States. He worked towards 
providing farmers with a satisfactory income and directed the 
planning of the Farm and Ranch programs under the Agricul¬ 
tural Adjustment Administration, and it was these programs 
that put the farmers of the Western United States on their 
feet. 

His work with Industry and agriculture on the govern¬ 
ment level as well as on the practical farm level, gives him 
n knowledge and ability that has been and can continue to be 
of great service to the residents of Crowfoot Riding. His under¬ 
standing of the position and problems of agriculture in Can¬ 
ada's overall economy assure Crowfoot a strong voice in 
government discussion. 

Further, he was the Economic Consultant who co¬ 
ordinated the preparation of the Brief for the Province of 
Alberta for the Gordon Royal Commission. Dr. Kindt and those 
who worked with him recommended the creation of a National 
Energy Board, which has since been created. He has worked 
with the government at Edmonton on many occasions, and the 
results have been of benefit to the people of Alberta. 

All residents of Crowfoot Constituency are urged to 
consider and support a candidate such as Dr. Lawrence E. 
Kindt, who can handle their problems with the benefit Of 
mature, qualified judgement and experience.

ed 5.6 grams. The bromoxynil- 
treated barley had 14.3 grams of 
plant per plot. And the dicamtoa- 
treated barley had 8.8 grams per 
plot. 

The bromoxynll-treated barley 
yielded three times the weight of 
plant material than bailey which 
had not been treated at all. Total 
plant weights of barley treated by 
bromoxynil were as good as barley 
completely free of buckwheat in 
the greenhouse tests. 

In a one-year field test compar¬ 
ing bromoxynil, dicamba and un¬ 
treated barley, the trend noted in 
the 1966 greenhouse tests seemed 
to be holding up. 


BROMOXYNIL-TREATED 
BARLEY YIELDS HIGHER 

THAN DICAMRA-TREATED 

BARLEY IN BUCKWHEAT 
WEED-KILLING TEST 

Bromoxynil — a herbicide which 
kills quickly by contact with 
leaves— reduced the amount of 
water used by buckwheat in a bar¬ 
ley plot by 50 per cent compared to 
the amount of water used b y 
buckwheat sprayed by dicamba in 
a recently- completed experiment 
at Lacombe research station. 

Henry Friesen, the plant scien¬ 
tist who conducted the greenhouse 
experiment, said that the weight 
of harvested barley kernels from 
the bromoxynil-treated plot was 
significantly heavier than the ker¬ 
nel harvest from the dicamba - 
treated plot. The bromoxynil - 
treated kernels weighed 14.3 
grams at harvest while the dieam- 
ba-treated kernels weighed 8.8 
grams. 

The Lacombe experiment was 
conducted in 1966 to see if brom- 
ozynil which kills buckwheat in 
two to three days was more effec¬ 
tive in boosting barley yields than 
dicamba which kills buckwheat in 
10 to 12 days. 

It is believed the killing action 
in bromoxynil involves destroying 
cells in leaves which are sprayed 
directly. A good coverage of this 
herbicide is needed for a good 
weed kill, since the herbicide does . 
not move freely in the plant. Di¬ 
camba, however, is a systematic 
herbicide, It upsets the enzyme 
structure of the weed, interfering 
with normal growth. Both herbi¬ 
cides kill tartary buckwheat, but 
dicamba takes about eight days 
or so longer. 

Mr. Friesen says studies show 
tiiat reduced tillering occurs in 
barley plants due to weed comp¬ 
etition during the early stages of 
plant growth. Reduced tillering, 
he says, can result when weeds are 
not controlled. 

Little water was transpired 
from bromoxynil-treated buck¬ 
wheat after two days in the La¬ 
combe experiment, Mr. Friesen 
says. Only six grams per day of 
water were transpired by the 
buckwheat in the plot after two 
days. However, water lost by the 
dlcamba-treated buckwheat was 
115 grams per day. Water used by 
buckwheat in the untreated barley 
plot amounted to 226 grams per 
day. 

This difference In moisture loss 
between the buckwheat treated by 
bromoxynil and the dicamba was 
due to the fact that the dicamba- 
treated buckwheat took eight days 
longer to die. During this time, it 
transpired 10 9 grams o f water 
more per day’. 

When the bromoxynil- treated 
barley grown in the greenhouse at 
Lacombe reached maturity, it had 
a heavier weight of plant material 
and more heads per plant than the 
dicamba - treated barl ey. 

Buckwheat infested barley had 
six heads per plant. Bromoxynil 
treated barley had 13 heads per 
plant. Dicamba-treated barley had 
nine heads per plant and buck¬ 
wheat- free barley which had not 
had to be treated had twelve 
heads per plant 

The buckwheat-free barley con¬ 
trol had a total plant weight of 
16.3 grams per plot at harvest. The 
buckwheat -infested barley yield-
